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Men Ought Always 


To Pray’ 


"oe Luke 18:1

This is a great day for me today. I discovered America 
in Arkansas fifty-two years ago today, so this is a memorable 
day for me, my birthday. I have had a good time all day to- 
day. I have been in religious services almost all day long. 

Shall we think together for just a little while on this 
scripture found in the 18th chapter of Luke?’ We read the 


first eight verses: 


“And he spake a parable unto them to this end, that men 
ought always to pray, and not to faint; : 
“Saying, There was in a city a judge, which feared not 


God, neither regarded man: 


“And there was a widow in that city; and she came unto 
him, saying, Avenge me of mine adversary. 

“And he would not for a while: but afterward he said 
within himself, Though I fear not God, nor régard man; 

“Yet, because this widow troubleth me, I will:avenge her, 
lest by her continual coming she weary me._ 

“And the Lord said, Hear what the unjust judge saith. 

“And shall not God avenge his own elect, which cry day 


...and night unto him,though he-bear long with them? 


“I tell you that he will avenge them speedily.”’ 


The text that we are going to 
use out of that is one clause, the 
first verse ‘Men ought always. to 
pray, and not to faint.” 

For a long time in my Christian 
life I thought of prayer only as a 
privilege. And I think so many of 
us think of prayer in that light 
and that alone, and a privilege just 
to be exercised. when we choose or 
to be left when we choose. And 
most of us exercise the privilege 
only when we need something and 


want to ask God for something. 
And the’ rest of the time, when ey 


erything is going along nicely and | ‘# 


smoothly and the sun is shining, 
we are happy, the family is all 
well, and all of our physical needs 
are supplied, we rather have a ten- 
dency to push prayer off in the 
background and forget. Now prayer 
is one of the greatest privileges, 
yes, the greatest privilege, that 
ever has been accorded to God's 


“people but, if you.notice the word- 


ing of my -téxt, you will find that 
prayer is more than just a privi- 
lege. Jesus said, “Men ought to 
pray,’ and with the word ought 
there is a sense of. obligation. 
There is an obligation about this 
business of prayer. Now why do 
is an obligation rest- 


matter of prayer? Because, if you 
read your Bibles you will find that 
it is in the plan of God that the 
forces of righteousness prevail in 
the battle against the world, the 
flesh and the devil, against sin and 


prevail when we pray that we have 
power as we pray, that the work 
of the kingdom progresses as we 
pray, that our churches prosper as 
we pray, that the gospel reaches 
souls on the wings of prayer, that 
the Holy Spirit endues the preach-

less, indifferent and: worldly when 
we fail to pray. 

Now, if God has made it a part 
of His plan and if souls are saved 
when God’s people travail in 
prayer, and if the power of the 
Holy Spirit comes only as God's 
people pray, and if the work of the 
kingdom of God prospers and the 
forces of God prevail only as God’s 
people pray, can’t you see that one 
of the greatest sins of which God’s 
people are guilty is the sin prayer- 
lessness. Oh, hear me tonight! We 
are in the terrible plight we are 
in today in the world because God’s 
people have quit praying. We have 
gotten so busy about this, that and 
the other, we become so absorbed 
in the affairs of life, in the rush, 
in the , in the headlong rush 
of the world after things that we 
haven’t had time to pray. I believe 
with all of my heart that the thing 
that is upon us today is the result 
‘of the sin, primarily the sin of 
prayerlessness on the part of God's

you.” In other words, if the time 
ever came when I failed to pray 
for you, I would be sinning against 
God, I say to you tonight, when 
God’s people forget to pray, or get 
too busy to pray, we are sinning 
against God, we are sinning against 
the church, we are sinning against 
a lost world. Oh, may God forgive 
us for the sin of prayerlessness. 
When you fail to pray. you lose 
your passion for souls as well as 
losing your power. and the awful- 
ness of Hell fades out. I tell you, 
when a child of God lives on his 
knees, Hell becomes a reaity, the 
condition of lost souls becomes 
real, the passion for souls will burn 
in his heart and the fire of God 
- will burn on the altar. And the 
wheels of Zion move when God’s 

people pray. Oh, may God forgive 
us for our sin of prayerlessness 
while a world .is going to Hell, 
while the foundations are crum- 
bling from under us, while we are 
standing on the very verge of los- 
ing everything that is dear to our 
hearts and for which our fore- 
-fathers have bled and died. And 
still we get too busy to pray! If 
there was ever a.time in the his- 
tory of God’s people when we 
ought to be on our faces before 
God, crying to God like Israel did 
in Egypt until a mighty cry would 
go up to Heaven and God would 
say, “I have heard their cry, and 
I am going to deliver them.” If 
there was ever a time when God’s 
people ought to pray like that, and 
besiege the throne of Grace day 
and night — friend, we are living 
in that day. We ought to pray. 


We Ought to-Pray for the Unsaved 


We ought to pray for unsaved 
people a lot more than we do. I 
have heard Christian people and I 
have even heard preachers say that 
they didn’t believe in praying for 
unsaved people. I grant you that 
when a person is saved; he himself 
must make that final decision and 
if he hardens his heart and stiffens 
his neck, all the praying in the 
world can’t-save him:-All the heart 
breaks of a mother can’t save a 
boy from Hell if he stiffens his 
neck and hardens his heart and de- 
termines to go to Hell, but I'll tell 
- you, praying on the part of God’s 

people can bring the power of God 
to convict a: soul, can bring the 
Holy Spirit upon a lost soul can 
move the feet of a lost man toward 
the hduse of God and can work 
wonders in the salvation of a soul. 
Here is another aspect of this 
that maybe you hadn’t thought 
about. Did you know that the 
Christian people of this world are 
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appointed to stand between a lost 
world and Hell and plead for their 
souls. You and I, Christian people, 
- gaved and washed in the blood of 
Christ, have the Holy Spirit within 
us here on earth, “making interces- 
sion for us with groanings that 
cannot be uttered.” We have the 
risen, glorified, ascended Redeem- 
er at the right hand of God, mak- 
ing intercession for us. Have you 
ever thought what would happen 
if the Holy Spirit in your heart 
ceased His intercession for you? 
Have you ever thought what is go- 
ing to happen to a lost world when 
God’s appointed intercessors forget

Oh, how we ought to pray 
for unsaved souls. I'll tell you, it 
makes a mighty difference in the 
salvation of souls when God’s peo- 
ple pray. 

I am thinking now of an old 
mother that I knew personally. She 
had a boy nineteen years old and 
he had gone away from home when 
he was sixteen. She hadn’t heard 
a word from him in three long 
years. A revival meeting was going 
on in that little country church. 
One evening after the service 
was over and she and her hus- 


‘band and the rest of the fam- 


ily drove home in a twohorse wag- 
on, like the country people used to 
go to church; they got back to 
the gate that ‘opened in to the lot 
and the mother got out and opened 
the gate and as the father drove 
the wagon through, she said, ‘‘Dad- 

dy, go on and put the team up. I 
don’t know when I'll be in. I’m go- 
ing to pray tonight for our boy 
that is out yonder somewhere in 
the world and on the road to Hell.’ 
That mother slipped aside, out 
there, through the orchard, under 
one of the fruit trees, there to be 
alone with God. On and on that 
mother tarried.there on her knees 
before God and prayed. The next 
morning she came in and got 
breakfast for the family and she 
said, “Daddy, I can’t go to church 
today. I can’t do anything today 
but pray because our boy is out 
yonder somewhere, and he’s lost 
and we haven’t heard from him in 
three years. Daddy, we don’t know 
what is taking place in his life. 
I’m going to pray today.” And all 
day long that day sherprayed. That 
boy told me the experience him- 
self. He said, “I was way down in 
Southwest Texas on a cattle ranch 
below San Antonio. I was going to 
Hell just about as fast as a boy. 
ever went at nineteen years of age. 
Late that afternoon I was riding 
that cow pony in a long lope over 
those hills on that cattle ranch, 
going in for the evening to the 
ranch house.” And he said, ‘Sud- 
denly something grabbed hold of 
my heart. I didn’t understand what 
it was. I didn’t know what was 
happening but I reinéd that pony 
up, and I jumped off of him, down 
on the ground I went and on my 
knees by the side of that cow pony 
and I said, ‘Lord, have mercy on 
me. Let me go back home.’’”’ He 
said, “I hardly realized what I was 
saying but when I got on that pony 
and rode up to the corral and saw 
the boss, I said, ‘I am going home 
tonight.’ He said, ‘What are you 
going to do?’” The boy said, “I’m 
going home.” He said, “What hap- 
pened?” The boy said, “I don’t 
know, but I want to go home and 
I’ve got to go.” The boss gave him 
‘his pay and he boarded the mid- 
night train and the next morning, 
after this mother had prayed all 
night one night and all day the 
next day, and away into the night 
the second night, the next morning 
he said just about sun-up he 
walked up to the front yard gate. 
When the old mother saw him and 
she began to shout the praises of 
God. And. he said that very day he 
went with her to the revival meet- 
ing-and was gloriously saved. 


Oh; I tell you, my friend, a moth- 
er can pray her boy from the far 
country. She can pray him to the 
foot of the cross. We will never 
know until we get to Heaven how 
many are there because somebody 
just wouldn’t give up and kept on 
praying! Oh, God, how we ought 
to pray for unsaved people! 

It makes a mighty big difference 
with an unsaved person if he knows 
somebody is praying for him—He 
may be as hard as nails, he may 
be unkind to you, he may say hard 
things to you, but deep down in 


his heart if he knows. you are}. 


praying for him, it touches the

cords that nothing else in this. 
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and I began to talk and pray with 


them and finally I won the wife to 
the Lord but this young man .was 
an awful sinner, a gambler and a 
drunkard. He told his wife, “If you 
are baptized tonight, when you 
come home I will not be here.” She 
said, “Brother Hankins, what shall 
I do? I said, God says, “If you love 
father, mother, husband or wife 
more than me, you are not worthy 
of me.” I said, “Do you love the 
Lord?”’ She said, “Yes, I do.” I 
said, ‘“Then there is but one path, 
follow it. Follow it “and we will 
trust the Lord for the rest of it.” 
She came that night and was bap- 
tized and when she went home, she 
found sure enough, her husband 
was gone. He was gone for three 
weeks that she never heard from 
him, I said to her, “Just hold on 
to the Lord. Just stay with the 
Lord, that is all.”’ He came back. 


|He was working in a filling station 


and I went by that filling station 
again and again after he came 
back, and talked with him. He got 
to where he was very kind to me 
and seemed glad that I came by. 
After a while I got him coming to 
the services at the church. One day 
I became so anxious for his salva- 
tion that during the invitation I 
walked down off the pulpit plat- 
form and back to him. He resented 


it. I saw that I had to follow some 


other course. So I took this course: 

I asked God for wisdom, and you 
know we ought to do that in deal- 
ing with the unsaved. “If any man 
lack wisdom, let him ask of God 
who giveth liberally to all men and 
upbraideth not.” (Jas. 1:5). He 
will give us wisdom. I asked for 
wisdom in dealing with that case. 
So God showed me this. Every time 
he came in to the services and 
came out at the door, I would be 
standing at the door, shaking 
hands with the people as they went 
out. I would take him by the hand 
and say, “I’m praying for you, 
boy,” and every time I said that, 
he would grip my hand right tight 
and say, “Thank you, preacher.” 
That went on for several weeks. 
One Sunday morning he came out 
at the door and I took him by the 
hand and I said, “I’m still praying 
for you, boy, and I’m going to be 
praying for you until you are ei- 
ther saved or gone to Hell, one of 
the two. I’m not going to give you 
up.” He took me by the hand, fold- 
ed his hand and squeezed my hand 
real tight and great big tears 
came trickling down his cheeks as 
he said, “God bless you, preacher, 
keep it up. The Lord knows I need 
it,:and -you’ll never know what it 
means to an old sinner to know 
that somebody is-praying for him.” 
The next Sunday morning when he 
came into that service and I 
brought my message and gave the 
invitation, he was the first one 
down the aisle. I was so happy I 
jumped off the platform and ran 
down to meet him! Down yonder 
about half way down the aisle we 
met and he threw both arms 
around me, put his head over on 
my shoulder and wept for joy. As 
we walked down to the altar of the 
church together he whispered in 
my ear and said, “Brother Han- 
kins, would you mind if I say 
something when we get down to 
the front?’ I said, “No.’”’ We got 
down there and he took me bodily 
and turned me around and stood 
there beside me, with his arm 
around me and said, “Folks, listen, 
I’m a saved man this morning be- 
cause this preacher and my wife 
just wouldn’t quit praying for me.” 
And then he said this that stuck in 
my heart and made me think what 
it means more than ever in my 
life —- he said, “You people, if you 
knew, if you could know what it 
means to a poor lost sinner to 
know that somebody just won’t 
quit praying for him, you would 
pray more for unsaved ple.” Oh, 
how we ought to pray for lost 
souls.

the family Bible down and lay it 
on mother’s lap and we would read 
the word of God together, get on 
our knees together and pray, and 
beginning at the oldest, my sister, 
and I was next, and on down — 
we knelt around mother’s lap. She 


put her hands on our head and she_ 


would call our names to God and 
she would talk to God about every 
one of us, and the desires of her 
heart as she sat in her chair by the 
fireside. I tell you many a time 
since that day when the devil has 
had me in a close place, those ex- 
periences around a family altar 
kept me true and I can just feel 
those old hands resting .on my 
head.

And verse 9, “He was astonished, 
and all that were with him, at the 
draught of the fishes which they 
had taken.” Peter was astonished, 
so was James and John, Ad SO, 
friend of mine, millions down 
through the past centuries have ‘al- 

so been astonished, amazed, at the 
| miracle-working power of God’s 
Word. Every time a soul is saved, 
born again, it is because the Word 
of God has been preached. The key 
to the experience of the new birth 
is “at thy word.’ The water, the 
washing of regeneration and the 
Holy Spirit work “at thy word.’ 
Here is the cause of all causes, the 
beginning of the creation of God. 
By the word of the Lord were the 
heavens made. “In the beginning 
God created the heaven and the 
earth.” He brought it to pass not

The widespread heart hunger is 
manifested in the phenomenai sale 
of Bibles and Testaments. From 
the Chicago Daily News of Nov. 18 
we take a front page article which 
is of genuine interest, 


“All America Jams Stores to 
Buy Bibles 
By William F. M’Dermott 


“Now there’s a “gold rush” on 
Bibles—a Christmas demand for 
the Scriptures without parallel in 
the memory of veteran publishers 
and distributors, reminiscent in a 
way of the early day runs on the 
yellow metal lodes of the Far West. 

“Old persons and youths, boys in 
uniforms and girls in siacks, chap- 
lains in the Army and Navy, busi- 
ness and professional men and 
women and workers in overalls, of- 
ten with grimy hands and faces, 
are in the multitudes moving on 
the department stores, mail order 
houses, Bible depots and religious 
tract societies to buy ‘lestaments 
and Gospels as well as the entire 
volume. 

“Publishing -facilities are being 
strained to the limit, and some or 
the larger concerns are six weeks 
behind in their orders. Even the 
largest of them all, the American 
Bibie Society, which takes an an- 
nual 10,000,000 copy distribution 
in its stride e, is running several 


|| days behind schedule, and the sit- 


uation seems destined’ to be “worse 
instead of better,’’ according to Dr. 
Robert Taylor, Chicago representa- 
tive. He is also executive secretary 
of the Chicago Bible Society. 


“An Amazing Revival 


“‘An amazing Bible revival is 
on, beyond doubt,’ he said today. 
‘We are selling and giving away 40 
per cent more Bibies and ‘lesta- 
ments than we did a year ago at 
this time. The tempo of orders be- 
gan to rise last spring. The in- 
crease has constantly accelerated 
until it is hard to control. 

“* Last year in 12 central states 
we put out about 1,500,000 Bibles 
and portions; and this year we 
ought to run upward of 2,500,000. 
In Chicago alone in 1941 we sold 
$35,000 worth in the first 10 
months; this year in the same pe- 
riod sales ran $46,000. All this is 
in addition to the many thousands 
of copies given away. 

“*Demand for Scriptures for the 
armed forces has been unpara- 
lieled. The American Bible Society 
has given away 800,000 Testaments 
through chaplains. In addition, it 
has sold 250,000 to churches to be 
given to the boys in the service. 
‘that means more than 1,000,000 
copies to our soldiers, sailors and 
marines alone.’ 


“The society provides soldiers 
moisture-proof Testaments bound 
in brown to match khaki uniforms; 
the same with wings on the cover 
for members of the Army Air 
Corps; blue-bound Testaments. for 
sailors, likewise with wings on 
covers for Navy Air Corps mem- 
bers; blue, with insignia, for the 
Marines, and blue, with Merchant 
Marine insignia, for members of 
that branch of service. 

“Want Expensive Bindings 

“The Society revealed there is a 
great demand for Testaments in 
more expensive bindings and in 
moisture-proof cases for gifts to 
servicemen. Earlier these had zip- 
pers, but they are now out. 

Testaments now carry supple- 
ments of Psalms, hymns and pray- 
ers, so that if no chaplain is pres- 
ent men of the ranks or officers 
may conduct informal devotions. 
Dr. Taylor told of a soldier at an 
isolated Alaskan post conducting 


worship for eight men stationed’ 


there. 

“Many interesting stories are in- 
volved in Testament distribution,’ 
said Dr. Taylor. ‘One youth came 
in for a Testament, saying that 
when his father started off to fight 
in World War I he called his three 
sons to him and gave each one a 
Testament. He told them if he 


didn’t come back always to “live 


by the Book.” Now the boy going 
to war wanted a new one for him- 
self. He had worn the other out.

“Interesting sidelights include 
the fact that old-fasmioned family 
bibies, with record pages in tne 
center for births and deaths, arein - 
great démand. ‘I'rick stuit and fan- 
cy covers are out, but bibies with 
large print, marginal notes and 
concordances — Bibles for study 
and not for show — are ordered in 
large numbers, 

“ “America is discovering the Bi- 
ble again,” continued Dr. Taylor. 
‘It isn’t just a flareup caused by the 
war but is the result of a real 
Spiritual renaissance which has 
been coming for some time but has 
been quickened by the war. 


“*This Christmas will be memo- 
rable for extensive bible giving, 
but we anticipate no post-Uhrist- 
mas slackening. It is something 
that will go on.’” 


What Shall We Do to Reach 
Hungry Hearts and Bring 
About the Great Revival 

Needed? 


First of all we should pray. And 
Jesus told us just how we should 
pray. “Pray ye therefore the Lord 
of the harvest, that He will send 
forth laborors into His harvest.” 
Pray for Spirit-filled, broken-heart- 
ed workers, who love souls with a 
Christly compassion, to get into the 
soul saving business. Pray God to 
call, anoint, send out and open 
doors for evangelists. Pray for God 
to wake up and empower pastors 
to get about soul-winning, leaving 
off formality, feeding the over- 
stuffed saints, staying about the 
nice comfortable fold, and get out 
after the lost sheep for whom 
Christ died. Pray that Bible teach- 
ers will forget their over-emphasis 
on prophecy, their concern over 
who is the Antichrist, what is the 
mark of the Beast, how the war 
will end, or how we can set dates 
for the end, and instead get out to 
win souls so they will be saved 
and ready when Jesus comes. And 
‘Oh! it may be so soon! 


If preachers would be willing to 
quit splitting hairs of minor doc- 
trines, and pulling hair, too, figura- 
tively, over minor differences, and 
would join in community wide ef- 
forts to have great revivals, they 
can be had with thousands saved. 


For myself, I hope to arrange 
some large community-wide cam- 
paigns in great auditoriums, in 
warehouses or theaters or tents. 
Pastors who have written me, 
wanting revivals, will you please 
see if we cannot have, instead of 
single church meetings, with small 
plans, with few lost souls present, 
great meetings in neutral auditori- 
ums, with several or many church- 
es cooperating, with radio services, 
with business men, newspapers, - 
schools and all kinds of Christians 
helping? I cannot take nearly all 
the invitations I receive. Neither 
can a number of well-known evan- 
gelists I know. 


All over America committees of 
pastors, business men, Gideons, 
mission workers, radio preachers, 
etc., ought to be formed to have 
great revival campaigns. I know 
a number of great evangelists who 
would preach in such power, such 
love, such holy compassion, in such 
faithfulness to the Word of God, 
that they would be acceptable and 
have great revivals, hold big 
crowds, have multitudes saved, in 
the: largest cooperative set-ups that 
could be arranged in America, if 
pastors and workers make it 
possible. I am thinking now of 
Evangelist Hyman Appelman, Dr. 
Joe Henry Hankins, elist 


Jesse M, Hendley of Atlanta, to 
name some.
